Gen. Dudley Pasae* Away—Ex-Di- 


rector of Poor Weikert Suc- 


cumbs t* Paralysis. 


DAVID R. MLSSELMAN, one of Fair* 


field's leading men and one of the 
county's test citizens, died suddenly 
on last Wednesdaymorning. He was 
seated at hie desk in hie office, with 
several friends in th« room, when sud- 
denly he gave a few abort, quick gasps. 
The friends quickly came to his help 
but before they had time to do any- 
thing he expired. He h*d been iu his 
usual health aud there had been no 
warnings of the approach of death. 
He had clerked a sale the day before. 
Mr. Mussel mfcu was born on the Mus- 
eelmau fana near Fairfield sixty-seven 
year* ago, but has lived in Fairfield 
ueaMy all of his days. He began as a 
merchant and was successful in busi- 
ness, retiring a number of years ago. 
He was elected Justice of the Peace 
twenty years ago and has been serving 
his community most acceptably since, 
He has been a Director of the Adams 
County Mutual Fire insurance Co. 
for ttauy years, and has represented 
other insurance companies and has 
been attending to a large part of the 
Jnsuiauce business of his community. 
He became a Director in the Citizens 
Trust Company of this place at the 
formation of Company and has week- 
ly attended the meeting of the direc- 
tory, his sound business judgment 
being highly appreciated by his asso- 
ciates. He made many f r i e n d s 
for the Trust Co. in his end of the 
county. Mr. Musselman was a most 
useful citizen, standing for what was 
the best interests of his community, 
faithful and obliging in all his posi- 
tions, as a Justice helping his neigh- 
bors to live in peace aud not encourag- 
ing litigation. His advice was much, 
sought after. He was a member lit 
the Lutheran church of Fairfield and 
in politics a Republican.

W. W. 
DUDLEY died at 


Washington. D. C., on last Wednes- 
day in his 67th year. Gen. Dudley was 
one of the heroes of the battle of Get- 
tysburg, was wounded here, made 
many a pilgrimage back to this place 
and has many warm friends here. He 
was a native of Vermont and moved to 
Indiana prior to the war. When the 
war began he was captain of the City 
Grays of Richmond, Ind., and he en- 
listed with this command July 4, '61, 
and was mustered into the 19th In- 
diana Vols., serving with distinction 
as colonel and brevet brigadier-gen- 
eral, and later as inspector and judge 
advocate. 


He participated in fifteen battles. 


His regiment was among the first 
troops of the First Corps to arrive on 
the First Day's battle and went to the 
front. He saw Gen. Reynolds shot. 
He bad a horse shot from under him 
early in the fight and spent tbe bal- 
ance of day on foot. In the afternoon 
be was wounded and was carried by 
four faithful men of his regiment into 
Gettysburg and brought to the home 
of Henry J. Stahle and was believed 
to be dead when brought there. He 
received kind and careful attention 
from the Stahle family and Mrs. 
Jpevb Gilbert, wbo was living with 
the Stable's, and Gen Dudley never 
forgot tbe kindness received here and 


when he came back never forgot to 
visit the members of the Stable family 
and Mrs. Jacob Gilbert. The day after 
tike battle Gen. Dudley was taken to 
the home of Col. Eph. Myers at Lit- 
tlest own where a leg was amputated 
by reason of the wound received here. 


After the war Gen. Dudley took up 


the practice of law and became inter- 
ested in politics. 
He was commis- 


sioner of pensions under President 
Garfield. Gen. Dudley was prominent- 
ly connected with the campaign of 
General Harrison for the presidency. 
The State of Indiana was divided into 
"blocks of five" a method of grouping 
the voters in a convenient form to be 
reached upon election day. A letter 
of Gen. Dudley's was made public on 
eve of election and made quite a stir 
and the one man who had done more 
than any other individual to bring 
about the election of Gen. Harrison, 
yet the latter saw fit to play the Phar- 
isee in his treatment of one who had 
fought valiantly for his country and 
had proved in many ways his abilities, 
integrity, and goodness of heart. Gen. 
Dudley left politics and devoted him- 
self to the law, building up a lucrative 
business. The greatness of his heart 
is shown in a later episode. The man 
who made public Gen. Dudley's letter 
became known and obtained a job in 
the Government Printing Office under 
Cleveland. When 
McKinley became 


President Gen. Dudley secured his dis- 
missal, but learning later that the man 
was in destitute circumstances, he 
sought him out and had him reinstat- 
ed In office, where he is to-day.

in Fairfield, on Saturday evening, Dec. 
11, from paralysis, aged 67 years. Fu- 
neral on.the following Tuesday after- 
noon with services in the M. E. church 
Interment in Union cemetery, Rev. W.

On Wednesday afternoon when the 


association held the first session the 
president, Root. M. Eldon, was ill and 
Chester J. Tyson presided. 


The experience of Albert T. Repp of 


New Jersey, who spoke on "Essential 
Elements of Success in Fruit Grow- 
ing," 
was quite a surprise to many 


fruit growers. In his orchards are 
17,000 bearing trees and he stated 
that very little pruning had been done 
after the trees were planted until they 
were three or four years old and that, 
very little pruning had been done af- 
ter the trees began to bear. 


On Thursday morning Chas. E. Bas- 


^ett of Michigan explained the advant- 
ages of fruit growers "Getting Togeth- 
er" and pointed out that better trans- 
portation facilities could be secured 
and that a saving in spraxing materi- 
als could be had by a number of grow- 
ers buying in bulk. 


Thursday afternoon Prof. R. L. 


Watts of State College, speaking on 
'Inter-cropping of Young Orchards," 
recommended early potatoes, early to- 
matoes and early cabbage and that 
sufficient fertilizers shoull be used for 
'rees and crops. 


Friday morning Mr. Vincent of Xew 


Oxford told the fruit growers that 
there was no question of the ability 
of Adams county fruit growers to grow 
apples but their neglect in packing 
was costing them dear, and explained 
the Oregon method of sorting and 
wrapping each apple in paper and re- 
ceiving for one bushel of apples what 
The grower here gets for three bushels. 


At the Friday afternoon session, 


Robt. M. Eldon, president of the asso- 
ciation, was in the chair and Chas. E. 
Bassatt spoke on "Peach Growing/' 
and believed the grower would be suc- 
cessful who would devote himself to 
the work and advised planting of 
peach trees on high ground with 
plenty of water and air drainage.

electric light system that is equal to 
th" btst to be found anywhere. One 
or TWO of the town councilman saw fit 
to criticise the lights of the town, 
their rriticisrn was based on looking 
at the lights and that they were told 
that they were not what they ought to 
he. without giving their authority. 


The Keystone Electric Light Com- 


pany in view of this criticism decided 
to ask an expert to come here and go 
over their plant. Last week Leonard 
Work spent several days here. He baa 
a reputation of being one of the best 
experts in this country on currents 
and meters and he brought with him 
his own apparatus to make all the 
test s. 


The contract for lighting the bor- 


ough calls for a twelve hundred candle 
power light as measured by a current

Details of Death of George Guise 
A Phoenix, Arizona, pajier gives 


the following account of the deatti of 
George Uulae, brother of the Hon. 
Wm. Umse of Liberty township 


Just at* he was ou the point of real- 


iziug a fortune from 
hi* 
tmuiug 


claims which he had held for hiauy 
years, Ueo. \V. Guise au aged pros- 
pector 
died yesterday morning at 


the city hall from the effects ot a fall 
into a disused shaft of the Uuion .«iin 
in? Co. in the Wiufred dittris-t. 


CJuise ha'J been a turner in the dis- 


trict for many years. He held twelve 
valuable claims just west aud north of 
Ihe Fortuna properties. He worked 
tlie^e claims practically aloue and 
h3ld lo them with thetirui conviction 
that sume day they would bring him 
a second fortune aud permit him to 
retire for the rest of his life. Guise 
lost every dollar he had iu Denver 
during the panic of 
:{>:',. He was at 


that time building a 60 room apart- 
ment house aud several other build- 
ings when the crash came. He tneu 
took up the claims in the Wiufred 
district. Souie time ago he was- oiler 
ed $13.000 for a part of his holding?. 
He refused this and a little later re- 
fused $25.000 in cash. He continued 
pegging away at his claims till Tues- 
day, wheu he accidentally fell iutoau 
old sliaft, breaking both * legs, dislo 
eating his shoulder and inflicting in- 
juries from which be died after being 
brought to Phoenix by wagon, a dis 
tance of twenty miles. 


Guise had been camping aloi;e and , 


looking after his properties. Tuesday j 
Superiutendeht Nichols of the Fcrtu- 
ua, asked Guise to look after his ptop j 
erty while he came to Phoenix, Guise 
moved over to Nicholas camp aud' 
Touud there were no matches. It was 
iust growing dark, so he went to the

Don't Put Coins in R. F. D. Boxes. 


Postmaster Mcllhenny has received 


the following communication 
from 


Fourth Assistant Postmaster DeGraw: 


"From a recent count by rural car- 


riers in one of the counties in the 
State of New York ot coins deposited 
by patrons iu their boxes for the pur- 
chase oi" stamp supplies, it was found 
that each carrier in the county was 
collecting an average of 115 one cent 
coins each week. This average appli- 
ed to all the routes in operation 
throughout the country would give 
the enormous total of about 300,000,000 
oiie.cent coins. 


'"As most of these coins are deposit- 


ed loose in boxes, it is desirable that 
you and the rural carriers, in a tactful 
and polite way, put forth your best ef- 
forts to induce patrons to provide 
themselves with stamp supplies in ad- 


vance of their needs, and to equip their 
boxes with suitable coin holding re 
ceptades. it should be explained to 
patrons that the picking of loose coins 
from boxes not only results In need- 
le^ hardship and suffering to carriers 
in whuer, delays the delivery and col- 
lection of the mails, but frequently re- 
sults in actual money loss to the car- 
I'tei's. for if, in collecting coins from 
boxes, they drop them into the snow 
or on the ground without recovery. 
the\
